7. ON MAY 5. PRESIDENT KENYATTA OPENS UNCTAD CONFERENCE 
WITH A SPEECH AT 1 1 :00 A.M. SECRETARY HOSTS LUNCH WITH 
OECD MINISTERS AT 1:00 P.M. BILATERALS IN THE AFTERNOON. 

AT 5:30 A COURTESY CALL ON SECRETARY WALDHEIM. 6:30 P.M. 
RECEPTION BY THE KENYA GOVERNMENT. 8:00 P.M. DINNER FOR 
THE U.S. DELEGATION. 

8. MAY 6, SECRETARY WILL ADDRESS UNCTAD AT 1 1 :30 A.M. 

AND DEPART FOR THE AIRPORT AT 1 :00 P.M. DEPUTY SECRETARY 
ROBINSON WILL REMAIN UNTIL MAY 7. I SUGGEST YOU AND HE 
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HOST DINNER ON MAY 6. I WILL ARRANGE A SERIES OF 
BILATERAL MEETINGS WITH MINISTERS IN THE AFTERNOON OF

HAVE SUGGESTED THAT THE U.S. EMBASSY IN LUSAKA HOST 
DINNER AND INVITE JOSHUA NKOMO, THE RHODESIAN AFRICAN

1 1 . THE PROGRAM FOR SOUTH AFRICA IS COMPLICATED BY THE 
FACT THAT PARLIAMENT IS IN SESSION IN CAPE TOWN AND 
GOVERNMENT MINISTERS, TOP U.S. EMBASSY OFFICIALS AND TOP 
CIVIL SERVANTS HAVE MOVED TO CAPE TOWN FOR THE NEXT FEW 
MONTHS. WE SHOULD IMMEDIATELY REQUEST AN APPOINTMENT 
WITH PRIME MINISTER VORSTER AND FOREIGN MINISTER MUELLER. 

IF IT IS POSSIBLE FOR EITHER VORSTER OR MUELLER TO SEE 

YOU, I URGE YOU TO GO TO CAPE TOWN. 

12. IF YOU GO TO CAPE TOWN YOU WOULD ALSO BE ABLE TO SEE 
HELEN SUSSMAN OF THE PROGRESSIVE PARTY AND OTHER 
PARLIAMENTARY LEADERS. IF IT IS NOT POSSIBLE FOR VORSTER 
OR MUELLER TO SEE YOU, I SUGGEST YOU REMAIN IN JOHANNES- 
BURG AND PRETORIA FOR TWO DAYS AND SEE U.S. EMBASSY 
OFFICIALS, LEADING NEWSPAPERMEN, ESPECIALLY LAWRENCE 
GANDAR OF RAND DAILY MAIL, AND HARRY OPPENHEIMER OF THE 
ANGLO-AMERICAN CORPORATION, LEADING AMERICAN BUSINESSMEN, 
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CHIEF GATSHA BUTHELEZI OF KWA-ZULU, LEADING SPOKESMAN 
OF BANTUSTAN LEADERS, AND OTHER BLACK FIGURES. ASSUMING 
YOU DO NOT GO TO CAPE TOWN I HAVE TENTATIVELY BOOKED YOU 
ON FLIGHT FROM JOHANNESBURG AT 6:00 P.M. MAY 1 1, TO 
LONDON CONNECTING WITH PAN AM FLIGHT NUMBER 107 ON MAY 12. 
THIS IS AN EXTREMELY TIRING AND FAST TRIP. I RECOMMEND 
THAT YOU SLOW IT DOWN BY STAYING THE ENTIRE WEEK 
(MAY 10-15). THIS IS ESPECIALLY IMPORTANT IF YOU ARE 
ABLE TO SEE GOVERNMENT LEADERS IN CAPE TOWN. I WOULD 
THEN SUGGEST YOU RETURN VIA DAR ES SALAAM AROUND THE 
14TH OF MAY, WHEN PRESIDENT NYERERE WILL HAVE RETURNED 
FROM HIS EUROPEAN TRAVELS. 

13. WE HAVE VERY LITTLE TIME ON YOUR RETURN TO WASHINGTON 
TO PREPARE FOR THE AFRICAN TRIP. I SUGGEST AT A MINIMUM. 
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YOU MUST SEE ZAMBIAN AMBASSADOR, THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
AMBASSADOR, AND OBTAIN CIA AND STATE DEPARTMENT BRIEFINGS 
PRIOR TO DEPARTURE. I MUST ALSO BEGIN TO OBTAIN VISAS 
FOR YOU IMMEDIATELY ON RETURN. PLEASE CABLE REPLY TO 
PROPOSALS ON THE SOUTHERN AFRICAN TRIP, YOUR WISHES 
REGARDING MASAI MARA GAME TRIP ON MAY 3, AND APPOINTMENTS 
WITH ZAMBIAN AND SOUTH AFRICAN AMBASSADORS HERE. 

FLIGHT SCHEDULE IS EXTREMELY DIFFICULT BETWEEN NAIROBI 
AND ZAMBIA, MOZAMBIQUE, AND JOHANNESBURT. THE FLIGHTS 
I HAVE GIVEN YOU ON MAY 7, 8 AND 10 ARE THE BEST ONE 
CAN DO, BUT MORE FLEXIBLE ONCE IN SOUTH AFRICA, OR 
BETWEEN SOUTH AFRICA, EUROPE AND THE U.S. END QUOTE.
